e Suggestion to collect history and potential rename Shaugnessy Park. We learned from a board
member that there is a long history of the family who donated this land, so NAC would like
consideration of a name change — The 3 THPRD Natural areas within the NAC also needs
regularly scheduled maintenance. They tend to look very run down throughout most of the year,
with little to no ongoing maintenance schedules.
